Washington, July 14.—A subcom- 


mittee of the senate committee on 
interstate commerce has begun pre- 
paring a bill which will provide for 
the return of the railroads to their 
owners. 


The subcommittee is composed of 


Senators Pomerene of Ohio, Poindex- 
ter of Washington, Kellogg of Minne- 
sota and Robinson of Arkansas. 


Senator Cummins, who is chairman 


of the subcommittee and also of the 
full committee, said that he hopes to 
have a bill ready for presentation to 
the full committee by the middle of 
August, and ready for presentation to 
the senate early in September. 


The members o' the subcommittee 


of the beuate committee start in on 
ihe work of preparing a bill imbued 
with the idea that the time has come 
when the federal government must 
assist, and not obstruct, in its deal- 
ings with the railroads. The one 
thing about which there is no ques- 
tion is that there will be no return 
to the old order of things, the order 
which existed prior to the govern- 
ment taking over the roads for oper- 
ating purposes. Government opera- 
tion has produced some valuable les- 
sons. One of these is that the gov- 
ernment has got to deal with the rail- 
roads in a more liberal way in the 
future. Another is that pooling must 
be legalized, it is held. 


The question as to whether the fefl- 


?.ral government shall be supreme in 
dealing with the railroads or whether 
the states, through their utilities com- 
missions, ara to have their share in 
regulating the transportation lines, is 
bound to provoke much controversy, 
no matter what the decision of the 
senate committee witfc respect to the 
provisions of the legislation may be. 
Tae railroads are exceedingly anxious 
to do away with what they call the 48 
different kinds of regultaion; they 
want federal control exclusively.
